TUBERCULOSIS  (  by  Dr,  Lissouer ) 

The  statistics  for  1942  show  only  a  very  slight  increase 
of  tuberculosis  in  West  Hartlepool,  and  considering  the  general 
increase  in  tuberculosis  under  war  conditions  are  not  at  all 
alarming. 

We  considered  it  our  main  task  to  examine  as  many  contact 
cases  as  possible,  especially  young  children,  who,  more  than 
anyone  else  are  liable  to  tuberculous  infection.  Tuberculin 
tests  were  carried  out  in  a  great  number  of  children  under  5  of 
infected  families.  These  tests  proved  again  to  be  a  useful  help 
in  early  diagnosis  in  young  children.  A  further  important  re¬ 
source  in  the  early  diagnoses  of  tuberculosis  is  a  blood  sedi¬ 
mentation  test,  which  was  carried  out  in  a  number  of  adults. 

Careful  watch  of  the  contact  case0  and  early  diagnosis  are 
one  of  the  means  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  with  the  new  mass  miniature  radiography  faci¬ 
lities  shortly  to  be  made  available,  we  shall  have  further  help 
in  this  respect.

Consequent  on  the  general  .increase  of  venereal  diseases 
under  war  conditions  there  has  been  an  increase  of  new  cases 
in  this  town. 

In  general  the  attendance-  of  patients  has  been  regular  and 
the  number  of  defaulters  was  only  a  very  small  proportion. 
Attendance  of  females  especially  has  increased  considerably  and 
the  Wednesday  evening  clinic  for  women,  introduced  in  1941,  to 
enable  those  who  are  working  to  attend  the  centre,  has  proved 
a  complete  success  and  is  now  one  of  our  best  attended  clinics. 

A  further  sign  of  the  general  confidence  people  are  showing  in 
the  clinic  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  who 
were  proved  to  be  non  V.D. ,  which  means  that  a  number  of  patients 
with  minor  ailments,  who  suspected  infection,  came  xor  examination. 

In  spite  of  propaganda  and  regulations,  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  2Q%  over  1941  in  patients  attending  the  clinic  and 
suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases.  One  finds  that  the  regulations 
could  be  much  more  severe,  when  it  is  realised  that  sufferers  are 
quite  within  the  law  if  they  attend,  for  treatment,  but  are  "till 
free  to  carry  on  their  nefarious  practices  whilst  far  from  being 
free  from  infection.  How  much  better  would  it  be  it  they  could 
be  hospitalised  until  re  g  a  rded  as  free  from  infection  if  not 
completely  cured  in  themselves,  further  treatment  being  contin¬ 
ued  at  the  Public  Clinic.

children  against  diphtheria,  but  quite  frankly  the 
response  in  the  age  group  under  5  has  been  poor,  and 
various  excuses  ore  put  forward. 


I  cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  advantages 
in  the  saving  of  life  and  disabilities  achieved  by 
this  simple  operation,  if  one  can  dignify  the  simple 
methods  involved  by  such  a  term,  with  the  minimum  of 
discomfort  or  inconvenience  caused  to  the  patient. 


It  is  to  me  so  disappointing  to  see  so  many 
children  in  a  diphtheria  ward,  some  acutely  ill,  when 
it  all  could  be  avoided  by  a  little  trouble  on  the 
part  of  the  parents. 


We  do  not  guarantee  complete  protection,  but 
surely  a  figure  in  the  neighbourhood  of  90%  is  sufficient 
attraction  and  a  sufficient  stimulus  to  the  thoughtful 
parent . 


570  children  under  5  and  860  between  5  and  15 
were  immunised  during  1942  and  these  figures  have  been 
more  than  doubled  in  the  first  half  of  1943.
